According to K-State's annual 
security and fire report, there 
was a dramatic increase in 
crime occurrences across sev- 
eral categories from 2009 to 
2011. Some of these categories 
include liquor law arrests, drug 
law violations and forcible sex 
offenses. 

Jennifer Jirovec, junior in 
journalism and mass communi- 
cations, had a run in with crime 
in the beginning of August 
when she had just moved into 
her house located only a couple 
blocks from Aggieville. 

"I was still not comfortable in 
this brand new house," Jirovec 
said.

CIA Director Petraeus steps 
down 

David Petraeus resigned his 
position as director of the CIA 
last week when an FBI investi- 
gation revealed that he was en- 
gaging in an extramarital affair. 
Petraeus, formerly the com- 
manding general of the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, was ap- 
pointed to the position in April 
of 2011. 

During his tenure, the CIA 
was implicated in a scan- 
dal when agents stationed in 
Cartagena, Colombia, securing 
the area for President Barack 
Obama's arrival were found to 
have brought prostitutes back to 
their hotel rooms. 

The FBI discovered the affair, 
between Petraeus and his biog- 
rapher Paula Broadwell, while 
following up on complaints of 
"harassing" emails sent from 
Broadwell's account. Agents 
came across messages between 
Broadwell and Petraeus that re- 
vealed the affair. 

In a statement, President 
Obama named Michael Morell 
the acting director of the CIA, 
but did not elaborate on when a 
permanent replacement would 
be named or who that might be. 

Earthquake strikes Burma 

A magnitude 6.8 earthquake 
rattled northern Myanmar on 
Sunday, killing as many as 12 
and destroying a major bridge, a 
gold mine and a number of Bud- 
dhist temples. 

Official information from 
Myanmar was slow due to an 
inefficient natural disaster re- 
sponse system, according to the 
Washington Post, despite the fact 
that the country suffered 140,000 
deaths in a cyclone in 2008. The 
United States Geological Survey 
also reported a magnitude 5.8 
aftershock in the area later in the 
day on Sunday, but no additional 
damage was reported as a result.

K-State women's 
basketball team 
defeats Arkansas

The K-State women's basketball team turned 
defense into offense in its 89-55 win over the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas-Pine Bluff Sunday afternoon in 
Bramlage Coliseum. 

The Wildcats turned 23 of the Golden Lions' 
turnovers into 29 points while only committing 
eight turnovers of their own. 

"The offense will come, and the more I see us 
playing great, accountable defense day in and day 
out, the more time I'll be able to spend with our 
team on offense," said head coach Deb Patterson 
after the game. "Our defense cannot waiver; nei- 
ther can our rebounding night in and night out." 

The Wildcats began to hit on all cylinders after 
the Golden Lions pulled ahead by two points half- 
way through the first half, and closed the first half 
on a 23-4 run to take a 47-26 halftime lead. 

Seven Wildcats hit at least one 3 -point basket 
and 10 recorded points against the Golden Eagles 
for a combined 14-of-35 from beyond the arc for 
the game. 

"We might have one player right now that is 
probably not a threat from the 3-point line on a 
consistent level," Patterson said. "We won't neces- 
sarily live off that shot but we're very, very good at 
it." 

Brittany Chambers struggled shooting, hitting 
5-of-14 from the field, but still led the Wildcats in 
scoring with 15 points. 

"I think I was a little hesitant tonight in some of 
the shots that I took," Chambers said. "The system 
will come along. We'll get more used to it. We'll 
recognize when we're supposed to take the right 
shots. It'll be more comfortable and there will be 
less second guessing." 

Ashia Woods scored an efficient 10 points on 
4-of-5 from the field. 

Three other Wildcats scored in double figures to 
give the Wildcats a balanced attack; Bri Craig, Ash- 
lynn Knoll and Haley Texada finished with 13, 10 
and 10 points, respectively. 

"It's really up tempo. It works well really with my 
type of play," Texada said about how she is fitting in 
with the offense. 

The Golden Lions shot double the amount of 
free throws as the Wildcats, leaving Patterson op- 
timistic that number will increase. 

"I'm hopeful our free throw numbers will im- 
prove," Patterson said. "I think we can still be more 
aggressive getting to the foul line but I wouldn't 
trade the 3-point looks that we got." 

The Wildcats have more than a week off before 
a two-game road trip against Tennessee State and 
Charlotte. 

"I'm really excited about this road swing just 
to test us on the road," Patterson said. "I feel good 
with where we're at. I'm really looking forward to 
the challenge of playing in two cities against two 
very good opponents." 

Patterson added how she wishes there wasn't 
an eight day break between games. 

"I'd love to be able to throw another game in 
there," Patterson said. "No coach is going to say 
they don't appreciate the opportunity for practice."

K-State's defense was key 
in the victory, finishing with 
six sacks, including two by 
senior defensive end Meshak 
Williams. 

"We don't really think 
about it, we just try to move 
on," said Thompson, who 
also said the team learned of 
Alabama's loss in the locker 
room after the game. "Every- 
one's a little tired, but every- 
one's gunning for us, we're 
not going to sneak up on 
anyone anymore." 
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Mexican American studies ban racist, ridiculous

Since the Tucson Mexican 
American Studies program was 
named unconstitutional and 
therefore illegal by House Bill 
2281, the teaching of Mexican 
American Studies in public 
schools in Arizona has been 
forbidden.

Negative reactions to politics of Hurricane Sandy over the top 




Among other damages, 
Hurricane Sandy showed us 
a glimpse of the ugly side of 
American politics. 

New Jersey Governor 
Chris Christie made a few 
people angry by praising 
President Obama's handling 
of the Sandy crisis. Christie 
told Fox News that Obama's 
response was fantastic and 
praised his expediting of 
emergency relief efforts, then 
shamed his interviewers for 
asking about how it would 
affect the election. 

Rush Limbaugh in par- 
ticular seemed personally 
offended by the praise. He 
called Christie "a fool," his 
actions "unforgivable," and 
even accused Christie and 
Obama of New Jersey "man- 
love." 



Why would it be unforgiv- 
able to praise someone for 
helping out in a disaster? 
Normally it wouldn't be 
unforgivable — who knows, 
it might even be desirable 
— but that someone was 
Barack Obama, which seems 
to imply that whatever he 
did to respond was the 
wrong thing to do. 

I often think that a lot of 
conservatives have forgot- 
ten the logical sequence 
of "Obama's bad decisions 
make him a bad president" 
and reversed it: "Obama is 
a bad president, so his deci- 
sions are bad." 

Still, the knee-jerk reac- 
tion has been directed at 
Christie's praise more than 
Obama's response, which I 
found curious at first. I think 
it makes some sense, though, 
to view it as some conserva- 
tives feeling betrayed. 

Christie was a big cam- 
paigner for Romney, or at 
least against Obama. Back 
in May he called Obama "a 
guy who literally is walk- 
ing around in a dark room 
trying to find the light switch 
of leadership." That quote 



is quite disjointed next to 
his more recent praise of 
Obama's effective leadership 
during Hurricane Sandy. 

If it can be said that the 
conservative cause saw 



Governor Christie as an ally 
and Obama as the enemy, 
this sort of fraternizing right 
before a close election could 
be seen as traitorous to the 
goal of electing a president 



who isn't Barack Obama. 

The unfortunate implica- 
tion here is that, in the minds 
of some, the goal of electing 
President not-Obama was 
apparently prioritized over 
the goal of helping hurricane 
victims. When two leaders 
put aside their differences 
and worked together in a 
time of need, others still saw 
a traitor working with the 
enemy. 

Since President Obama's 
response was basically com- 
petent and the media didn't 
seem to give any limelight 
to rage-magnets, like pastors 
saying that Sandy was divine 
punishment for something or 
other, I didn't expect to see 
anything terribly unreason- 
able from the left. 

Of course, I was disap- 
pointed by Michael Moore. 
On his blog, Moore wrote a 
mostly inane list of "thank- 
yous" to people who tipped 
public opinion toward Presi- 
dent Obama, with one not- 
so-inane standout: "And you, 
Mother Nature, with all your 
horrific damage, death and 
destruction you caused last 
week, you became, ironically, 



the undoing of a Party that 
didn't believe in you or your 
climate changing powers." 

It's not unreasonable to 
discuss how the election 
was affected by Sandy. It's 
not even unreasonable to 
ask if Sandy brought climate 
concerns to the political fore- 
front. However, it is dread- 
fully stupid to thank a natural 
disaster for proving you right. 
Even if it was a problem of 
tone, the point stands that 
Moore saw an opportunity to 
say, "I was right," instead of, 
"Let's prevent more of this." 

Obviously, I don't think 
that either Moore or 
Limbaugh are good rep- 
resentatives of their sides 
of the aisle, but just once I 
would like to see a major 
event spark an outpouring 
of constructive comments 
instead of bickering. Christie 
and Obama were able to stop 
talking about politics for five 
minutes and do something 
useful, and for that, both men 
deserve some credit.

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CRIME Increase in alcohol-related arrests, reports of forcible sex offenses

said. "Next he simply turns 
around and exits my room." 

Her roommates called her 
asking what all the commotion 
was about, and soon after they 
all called the police. Jirovec 
said the police found the man 
later wandering the street. He 
was drunk and incoherent. Be- 
cause of the rising crime rate, 
Jirovec said she would always 
be more aware of her sur- 
roundings. 

"My roommates and I in- 
vested in an alarm system, and 
we always are sure to lock all of 
our doors," Jirovec said. 

Capt. Don Stubbings, of the 
K-State Police Department, 
said one of the reasons these 
numbers seem to be rising 
is because there are several 
other reporting entities on 
campus, such as the Office of 



Student Life and the residence 
halls. 

There were 49 liquor-re- 
lated arrests on campus in 
2009 and 101 arrests in 2011. 
Another possible reason that 
these statistics went up is be- 
cause of the proactiveness of 
the campus police at events 
like football games, Stubbings 
said. 

Many minor in possession 
tickets are a result of tailgat- 
ing before a football game. 
Stubbings said during football 
season last year, he had a grant 
from the Kansas Department 
of Transportation to put more 
of his people to work enforcing 
drinking penalties. It was the 
focus of the entire agency. 

"You're going to see those 
numbers go up when you have 
that proactiveness," Stubbings 
said. 

The increase of liquor law 



arrests shows that the univer- 
sity is taking action, Stubbings 
said. 

"It shows the effort that 
our university is making to 
take care of the safely of the 
students," Stubbings said. 
"Without a proactive effort, we 
would have more incidents 
that are alcohol related." 

There was a slight increase 
in forcible sex offenses from 
2009 to 2011. In 2009, there 
were three reported forcible 
sex offenses on campus and 
there were seven in 2011. 
Stubbings thought that this in- 
crease might be because more 
people have the confidence 
to come forward and report 
these crimes. 

Stubbings said that there 
are many ways to stay safe. He 
said it is more than just getting 
a sober driver for the night. 

"Take someone out there 



that's a sober p artier,' if you 
will," Stubbings said. "Kind of 
like a wing-man or wing-girl 
that doesn't drink." 

Stubbings said he has 
talked to many students who 
say they have a plan to stick 
together when they go out at 
night, but that does not seem 
to be the case when 2 a.m. 
comes around. Another im- 
portant factor to staying safe, 
Stubbings said, is to be aware 
of how much a person is drink- 
ing. 

"Not all drinks are created 
equal," Stubbings said. 

It used to be that if students 
were caught drinking or doing 
drugs somewhere on campus, 
only the students who had 
consumed any illegal sub- 
stances were reported. 

Karen Low, assistant dean 
and assistant director of stu- 
dent life, said that rule changed 



in February 201 1. Now it is re- 
quired that all of the people 
at the location on campus 
are named and reported, one 
reason the numbers have gone 
up dramatically, Low said. 

She said the numbers are 
also up because there's stricter 
enforcement in the residence 
halls and at football games. 

Low said the pattern of 
drinking is very different now. 
People drink to black out now 
as opposed to just drinking 
socially, she said. There are 
greater risks to this new type 
of binge drinking. 

"Lots of bad things happen 
to you medically," Low said. 
"You could be a victim of bad 
things." 

Low was concerned about 
the number of forcible sex of- 
fense cases that involved al- 
cohol. She guessed that of the 
cases in which she has been 



a part of the investigations, 
about half were alcohol-relat- 
ed. 

Like Stubbings, Low ques- 
tioned whether or not the 
rising number of forcible sex 
offenses reported means that 
there are more cases. 

"The fact that we are getting 
more reports means that more 
people are reporting," Low 
said. "I really don't think that 
the number in the past three 
years has gone up as much 
as people's awareness of what 
constitutes a rape." 

A lack of consent is the 
defining factor of rape under 
the law, Low said, and there 
is more education in the resi- 
dence halls and elsewhere on 
campus about rape and sexual 
assault. Low thinks that this 
education is directly linked to 
the number of reported cases 
forcible sex offenses going up.

BRIEFS I Explosion in 
Indiana destroys 81 homes 
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China to appoint new leaders 

The Chinese Communist 
Party will reveal new ruling offi- 
cials later this week, according to 
the BBC. With the world's second 
largest economy and a popula- 
tion of 1.3 billion, the party is 
expected to make a number of 
changes to their platform. 

Their goal is continuing the 
economic success the nation 
has had since undertaking major 
reforms in 1978. For example, 
China's family planning policy, 
which limits parents to having 
a single child, has led to a wide 
gender gap that is expected to 
leave 24 million men without 
potential partners by 2020. The 
BBC reported that the policy 
could be amended or abolished, 



but current officials have not in- 
dicated that changes are in the 
works. 

Blast levels homes in 
Indianapolis 

An explosion in a neighbor- 
hood in Indianapolis late Satur- 
day night killed two people, com- 
pletely destroying two homes 
and leaving houses for blocks 
uninhabitable. 

According to the AP, the cause 
of the blast is unknown, but dam- 
ages are estimated at about $3.6 
million. The AP reported that 81 
homes were damaged and as 
many as 31 of those will need to 
be demolished. In addition to the 
two deaths, seven people were 
hospitalized, four with minor in- 
juries.

On Friday, the Muslim 
Student Association hosted 
a lecture to educate individu- 
als about women's rights in 
Islam. The talk was given by 
Sheryl Siddiqui, director for 
American outreach/commu- 
nity relations for the Islamic 
society of Tulsa. 

"We have a public lecture 
every semester," said Mo- 
hamed Ismail, secretary of 
MSA and graduate student 
in mechanical engineering. 
"There is a lot of misunder- 
standing about the place of 
Muslim women in Islam. We 
hosted this because we want 
people to hear the truth, from 
us." 

Siddiqui made the lecture, 
which was held in the Big 12 
Room of the K-State Student 
Union, very interactive. She 
started of by defining some 
major Islamic phrases and 
words. She also talked a lot 
about the birthrights of Mus- 
limas and their place in the 
Islamic society. 

Siddiqui listed off some of 
these rights of Muslimas that 
people don't know. In Islam, 
females have the right to life 
and their own identity. They 
have the right to be educated 
and inherit from family. They 
also have the right to manage 



their own possessions and 
wealth; the woman works for 
herself. These women have a 
right to divorce, have a vote 
thats equal to a man's and fe- 
males earn their own way to 
heaven.

She adressed various mis- 
conceptions held by people 
of women in Islam, from the 
woman's place in marriage to 
what the Quran actually says 
about gender equality. 

"Most people tend to mix 
up what culture and reli- 
gion permits," Siddiqui said. 
"There are issues like female 
circumcision where one cul- 
ture says something com- 



pletely different from what 
Islam permits." 

Siddiqui also talked about 
what protections Islam pro- 
vides for women. 

"I was very impressed with 
the speaker, because she is 
very experienced with the 
topic, especially as she is a 
social worker," said Caitlin 
Kelley, international student 
recruiter at K-State. "I love 
when campus hosts events 
like this because it opens up 
new voices and brings up 
multicultural questions." 

Ranim Altamimi, sopho- 
more in civil engineering, 
said that she thought the 
event was a great way to ed- 
ucate people on the issues 
concerning women of Islam. 

"This was a very good way 
to meet people and be edu- 
cated about these issues," Al- 
tamimi said. 

Ismail was excited about 
the number of people that 
came to the event. 

"It was a very suprising 
amount of people that came," 
Ismail said. "I'm glad MSA 
was able to help host this in- 
formative event."
